Heavy Smoking Can Cause 
Premature Births

Q_in what week of preg- trolledI by your hormo'ties 


her abdomen beginning to pro- 
trude? How soon after-concep- 
tion do breast changes occur? 


A—The Increase In the size 


of the abdomen in pregnancy 
comes about so gradually it is 
hard to pinpoint the moment 
when it becomes unmistak- 
able. This varies greatly with 
a woman's body build and 
somewhat with the sharpness 
of the eyes of the observer. In 
general, pregnancy begins to 
show in most women after 
nine or 10 weeks. B r e a s t 
changes occur at about the 
same time but these are more 
noticeable in a first pregnancy 
than in subsequent ones.

A—The only effect heavy 


smoking has been shown to 
have on a pregnancy is to 
cause miscarriage or prema- 
ture birth. But this should be 
sufficient reason to quit smok- 
ing or at least limit your 
smoking to half a pack a day. 


Although information on the 


effect of a mother's drinking 
is not so specific, authorities 
agree that it is harmful. If you 
would hesitate to give a new- 
born baby a shot of whisky, 
you should remember that 
part of all you drink will find 
its way to the fetus through 
the umbilical cord. 


Q—Is it safe for a pregnant 


woman to exercise, wear a 
girdle or sleep on her stom- 
ach? Why, in the first two 
months of pregnancy, do the 
breasts get so large? 


A—All pregnant women who 


are in good health should get 
some e x e r c i s e daily. The 
amount to be recommended 
would depend on the stage of 
pregnancy and other factors 
and should be determined by 
your doctor. When your regu- 
lar girdle begins to feel tight, 
you should switch to an ad- 
justable girdle. Sleeping on 
your stomach will have no 
harmful effect in early preg- 
nancy. Later, it will be awk- 
ward and you will naturally 
find a more comfortable posi- 
tion.

But it was defeated 55 to 31. 
Registration 
and licensing 


were strongly urged by Presi- 
dent Johnson after the assassi- 
nation of Sen. Robert F. Kenne- 
dy, D-N.Y., as part of the fire- 
arms control legislation he sub- 
mitted to Congress. 


Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D- 


Mass., made his first appear- 
ance in the Senate chamber 
since his brother was slain last 
June to vote for the Tydings 
amendment. 


He came in as the debate over 


the controversial proposal was 
nearing an end. He took no part 
in it and sat with his chin in his 
hand. 


But 
Senate did tack into 


the bill an amendment that 
would make a person using a 
gun in a federal crime of vio- 
lence liable to a sentence rang- 
ing up to life in nrison. 


This was adopted Tuesday 


prior to the opening of debate 
today on the most controversial 
issue over the control bill; 
whether to amend It to require 
the registration of all firearms 
and the licensing of their own- 
ers.

Tydings was rejected by the 
House and the Senate Judiciary

downward trend but Is still esti* 
mated at 20,000 men In August, 
U,S. military sources said to- 
day. 


Their estimate continued an 


up-and-down trend that has pre- 
vailed for the past four months: 
30,000 in May, 2 0,0001ft June and 
30,000 in July. All are estimates. 


Thrt U.S. Defense Department 


had predicted earlier that Infll- 
(ration in August again would 
total 30,000. But the sources In 
Saigon said they did not consid- 
er the estimated reduction to be 
a sip of de-escalation In the 
North Vietnamese war effort. 


They suggested three possible 


reasons for the reduction: The 
Communist command may have 
filled its units to the strength it 
feels It can support, air strikes 
by American bombers on infil-
